RAILWAYS AND THEIR RIVALS 


Canadians will note, perhaps with 
some feeling of envy, that people in the 
United States can now travel on eight of 
the railways of that country for two cents 
per mile. On this side of the border the 
charge is double that amount, and hither- 
to the rates on U.S. roads have stood at 
about the same level. This sharp reduction 
is the reply of the U.S. railways to the 
challenge of the motor bus, which has 
been undercutting their rates and stealing 
their passenger trade. 

Soon or late, and probably soon, Can- 
adian railways will have to declare war on 
the same competitor, and its ally the 
freight truck. These highway carriers are 
appropriating passenger and freight traf- 
fic on a scale that threatens the stability 
of the railways. The public are also 
involved, since it is the public who will 
suffer most should the railways be driven 
into a position in which they could not 
operate profitably. The present one-sided 
fighting cannot continue, and in one way 
or another the railways will have to strike 
back. 


PARLIAMENT IS TO MEET 

Parliament is to meet at last, on 
March 12. The session is scheduled about 
two months behind time. 

If the emergency was 80 emergent as 
to require the calling of a special session 
last September, the members should have 
assembled again as soon after the new 
year as practicable, to consider what fur- 
ther might be done to increase employ- 
ment, or sell the wheat, or otherwise ease 
the situation. There has been no such im- 
provement in conditions as would make 
further consideration of that subject 
unnecessary. In fact there has been no 
improvement at all. 

The main business of the session will 
be that of completing the upward revision 
of the tariff which was started in Septem- 
ber. The Government having decided 
that that is the way to restore prosperity 
and make it permanent, and having se- 
cured a clear mandate from the electors 
to apply the remedy, the sooner the job 
is got along with the better, The restora- 
tion cannot come any too quickly. 

The prolonged postponement has given 
ground for a disquieting suspicion that the 
Government is not as confident as it was 
that the remedy will be successful, that, 
in fact, the Ministers have been stalling, 
in hope that “something would turn up” 
to better the economic outlook. Had the 
enthusiasm of last summer been still at 
the flood they would hardly have waited 
so long for the chance to set the restora- 
tive policy in action all along the line. 


GAS AND COAL 


It is estimated that, should the Gov- 
ernment of Alberta permit the export of 
natural gas to Saskatchewan, the coal 
mines of Alberta will lose a market for 
300,000 tons per year in that province, 
and that the loss of wages to Alberta min- 
ers and of freight revenue to the railways 
might run to $1,125,000 annually. 

That is a pretty sound argument 
against permitting the boring of wells for 
the purpose of securing a supply of gas 
for export to Saskatchewan. It is not 80 
sound an argument against permitting 
the export of gas that is obtained as a by- 
product in boring for oil; as in Turner 
Valley, where millions of feet of gas are 
being burned every day because there is 
nothing else to do with it. 

The flaw in the calculation is that no- 
body knows that all the natural gas in 
western Canada lies under the soil of Al- 
berta. If it were known that nature had 
given Alberta a monopoly of this fuel we 
could then say to the people of Saskatche- 
wan that they must burn Alberta coal if 
they wanted to burn Alberta fuel of any 
kind. But, for all that is known or can 
be known, Saskatchewan may discover a 
gas field of its own one of these days. 

Should that occur we shal! lose, in de- 
gree, the Saskatchewan market for both 
coal and gas. If we export only waste 
gas, the loss of the Saskatchewan market 
would at least not be accompanied by any 
diminution of Alberta’s gas supply. If we 
permit the exploitation of an Alberta field 
for the purpose of exporting gas, the dis- 
covery of a Saskatchewan field would 
mean that we had diminished our gas sup- 
ply unnecessarily, injured our mining in- 
dustry to do so, and in the end were to 
lose out on both counts. 


STREET CAR OR BUS? 


Property-owners along 124th street 
have petitioned the city council in re- 
spect of two matters which are of more 
than local interest. 

The petitioners state that for sixteen 
years they have been paying taxes for 
pavement that has long since disappeared 
—-presumably because it was no good in 
the first place. There are other parts of 
the city where taxpayers have been sub- 
ject to more or less like injustice. In com- 
mon fairness people so situated should 
either get the pavement for which they 
are and have been paying or should get 
their money back. There may be no 
ground upon which a legal claim could be 
based, but the fact remains that in such 
cases the city is and has been obtaining 
money under false pretences, 

It is also asked that when the street is 
being re-paved the street car tracks be 
pulled up and a motor bus service sub- 
stituted, The section in question happens 
to be part of the line to Calder and this 
request is not likely to be complied with, 
unless council should unexpectedly decide 
upon a general policy of gradually scrap- 
ping the street railway system and replac- 
ing the cars with busses. That will hardly 
be done now. But the proposal is in line 
with what is being done in other parts of 
the world, and seems fairly likely to be 
common practice before many years have 
passed. 

The suggestion is at least an invitation 
to council to give attention to the question 
of the street car versus the motor bus 
and is another indication that from the 
standpoint of the patrons the bus is recog- 
nized to have some worth while advant 
ages. The results of the experimental 
operation of a bus on the Stony Plain road 
provide a suitable starting place for a 
study of the possible advisability of 
bringing these carriers into use in Edmon- 
ton.

WHAT IS A BALANCED DIET? 


“Are you starving?” might seem a strange ques- 
tion to millions of people who are eating three square 
meals a day, but in asking this question I am not 
referring to those who are unemployed and do not 
obtain enough food to eat, but to the average family 
which may receive plenty of meat, bread and pota- 
toes and other staple foods and yet be starving for 
some particular, vital, protective foods which are not 
included in their diet. 

Any diet which does not supply enough vitamins 
and mineral elements must be termed a starvation 
diet, even if other foods are plentiful, There are really 
very few people who do not obtain enough food. Most 
people eat too much and yet they still suffer from 
malnutrition. If their diet is not properly balanced, 
it may contain too much of certain foods and not 
enough of others A balanced diet must contain 
proteins, carbohydrates, fats, mineral elements, fruit 
acids, vitamins and cellulose. If any of these food 
elements are absent a deficiency develops which may 
result in esickness or distaurbed functioning. 

In preparing a well balanced diet it is not necess- 
ary to measure the exact amounts of these substances 
with a scale or teaspoon, for the body has considerable 
latitude and can store, discard or select the elements 
it needs, provided they occur in the diet in sufficient 
quantities. 


The most common error in the ordinary diet con- 
sists in using too much of the refined starches and 
sugars. A diet over-balanced with starches and sugars 
often leads to overweight, or asthma, catarrh, deaf- 
ness, liver trouble, gas, enlarged tonsils, as well as 
many other troubles. A diet which is over-balanced 
with acid-forming foods usually causes acidosis and 
may lead to such diseases as diabetes, nephritis and 
rheumatism. One with too much candy, pastries and 
fats often brings on pimples and acne. A diet lacking 
in iron and other minerals may bring on anemia, One 
which lacks calcium will ot supply materials which 
are needed for good teeth and bones, Lack of jodine 
in the diet causes goitre in some cases, A diet which 
lacks cellulose or bulk finally leads to chronic con- 
stipation, which is the foundation for 50 many ill- 
nesses, It is always important that the diet has suf- 
ficient protein to rebuild the worn out tissues, 
Children especially need a balanced diet while grow- 
ing, in order to build strong, healthy bodies and keep 
well. However, it is also necessary that the “grown- 
ups” secure a diet that is properly balanced in order 
to carry on the complex functions of the body and to 
renew the worn out parts. Here is a Mst of some 
articles on the subject which I have mimeographed 
and which you may find helpful, If you desire any 
of them, simply write to me in care of this paper 
and enclose a Jarge self-addressed envelope and two- 
cent stamp for each article you desire.

Colonel George Washington set off for Williams- 
burg in fine spirits. He was only twenty-six, but 
already high fortune had selected him for a favorite. 
The Virginia Council had named him to command 
its troops in the expedition against Fort Duquesne. 
At Williamsburg he would consult with the Council 
over preparations for the expedition. 

Crossing the Pamunkey River, on a ferry, he dis- 
mounted from his horse and stretched his legs, for 
he had been riding uninterruptedly for hours, Thus 
it was that he fell into a conversation with a Mr. 
Chamberlayne, who was returning to his home nearby. 
Mr. Chamberlayne reminded Colonel Washington of 
a fact which had been pressing upon his attention 
for.an hour past—namely that it was about dinner 
time, Three o'clock was approaching. 

“IT should be delighted sir,” he told the Colonel, 
“if you would honor me by coming to my house and 
dining with me.” 

Washington hesitated. ‘This was not from a feel- 
ing of delicacy, for three o'clock was the usual hour 
for dinner in the Virginia of that day.

REPLY 

Fatigue states come on gradually 
under stress. We keep on fighting 
them until we reach a point of col- 
lapse. That alarms; we 
and as we Cease fighting and relax 
the symptoms get worse, All this 
accords with the typical experience 
of that commonest of disorders in 
our stressful civilization, 

There are usually signs of the 
approaching crash, which are ig- 
nored. Yet temperament counts 
especially in women, in whom these 
tendencies to fatigue are complicated 
by tendencies in the opposite direc- 
tion, to increased ¢ffort, It is be- 
cause all these symptoms run true 
to form that “breakdown,” though 
®& name used to cover any variety 
of “nerves,” applies particularly to 
this form of neurasthenic collapse. 

Rest is imperative; but how and 
when and where, is the question, 
‘To let conditions of this nature run 
on for ten mouths is bad; for the 
longer they last the harder it is to 
turn about and retrace the long 


yield, 


11 back to normality. 
rhe moral of this case fs: Give in 
or you give out. Nobody likes to 
give in to incapacity or give up & 
job. But we have our limits of en- 
durance, and it is good mental hy- 
giene to recognize them, As to those 
who give in and give up too easily, 
and complain incessantly, they be- 
long in another camp. The trouble 
fs that the mental machinery that 


is running down is no longer com- 


-petent to judge rightly the condition 

of its own works, The candidate 
for a breakdown, who is running 
for a fall, should recognize !t enough 
and in time to betake himself to a 
repair shop, and that is what psy- 
chiatrists are for. 

In cases like this the outsider has 
the advantage, and the expert de- 
cidedly so, because he has ween the 
course of events in many a collapse 
and recovery Bfeakdowns belong 
to preventive medicine in the broad 
sense, Their onset is usually such 
as to cast the shadows of coming 
events before they happen; that is 
the time to act, 

But that can not always be done. 
Crisis will occur, and if they hap- 
pen when the resistance is low, the 
crash comes, And though it comes 
by neglect, there should be no fur- 
ther neglect in starting the course 
of recovery by recognizing the serl- 
ousness of the situation, The 
special advice in each case must be 
adapted to the patient. There is no 
more wasteful source of incapacity 
than nervous breakdowns, Their on- 
set should be recognized.

Liberalism 
y GLENN FRANK_ 


I believe, as I have stated from 
varying angles in this column, that 


the social and economic effective- 
ness of the future depends upon the 
development of a sound and states- 
manilike political liberalism. 

I have also said that I think the 
old liberalism is due for consider- 
able overhauling. 

At. the moment political liberal- 
ism is somewhat in eclipse, but I 
should like today to summarize 
some of the major assumptions 
upon which the old political liberal- 
ism rests. 

(1) The old liberalism assumes 
that conflicting social and economic 
interests can be pulled together and 
made to enter into team-play by 
the force of ideas hammered out in 
the give-and-take of free discus- 
sion. 

(2) The old liberalism assumes 
that the majority of the voting citi- 
zens of a nation are able to arrive 
at sound decisions respecting public 
issues through the normal processes 
= campaign discussion and ballot- 

ng. 

(3) The old lberalism assumes 
that this majority of voting citizens 
will arrive at these sound decisions 
by rational consideration of the ele- 
ments of social justice and social 
effectiveness that are in the pro- 
posals they are considrineg. 

(4) The old lberalism assumes 
that in the give-and-take of free 
discussion all political and economic 
proposals that are thrown into a 
campaign will have at least a fair 
chance to get themselves weighed 
and valuated on their merits, 

(5) The old liberalism assumes 
that the ordinary institutions of 
democratic politics, with their free- 
dom of discussion, their universal 
suffrage, and thelr representative 
government, will enable the major- 
ity to put into operation the wil! of 
the people, as determined by ration- 
al consideration and moral valua- 
tion, 

This is a pretty scheme! 

I wish it worked as the old lib- 
eralism assumes it can work! 

The revised liberalism that we 
need must begin with a realisation 
that few of these assumptions really 
work as the old liberalism assumes 
they will work.

POSSIBLE REMEDIES 


Herr Dietrich, the German Fin- 
ance Minister, announced some days 
ago that the Government of that 
country is planning to abolish the 
unemployment dole, which is cost- 
ing the nation $600,000,000 a year. 
“I know,” he commented, “these 
proposals will precipitate the biggest 
storm in the recent history of Ger- 
many, but when 4,000,000 people 
are in danger of despair, misgivings 
are nothing and action everything” 
Germany proposes to deal with the 
dole in a way which will have wide 
repercussions. It is intended to use 
the money to subsidize employment, 
to make a Government contribution 
for every additional worker employ- 
ed. This is a proposal put up to the 
British Government a few years ago 
by the late Lord Melchett. It will 
result in greater production at low- 
ered cost, it is anticipated, giving 
Germany increased leverage in the 
world’s markets, 

Almost $100,000,000 is being spent 
in Canada on emergency works to 
provide employment. Ten times as 
much is being spent in the United 
States. Professor Macgregor ex- 
pressed the opinion that spending 
on public undertakings was a legiti- 
mate and logical way of meeting an 
emergency unemployment situation. 
Almost at the same time he was 
making his broadcast address a con- 
ference was being held at Albany, 
N.Y., of a group of experts to plan
